Sixty persons were killed in Tuscam- 
bia by the recent tornado, and over half 
a million of property destroyed. The 
details of the fearful disaster are ex­ 
tremely heartrending. 
Fifteen inches of snow fell in Illinois, 
Kansas and Missouri, last Friday. This 
is the heaviest amount of snow that has 
fallen in those States for years. The 
trains generally are delayed. 
Dispatches from Pittsburgh say there 
was a riot among the miners at Sharon 
Monday. Four Italians were killed,when 
their comrades hoisted the white flag 
and promised to leave that locality. 
A circular letter from Archbishop 
Manning, of London, read in all the 
churches last Sunday, deelaros that all 
persons who refuse to accept Papal in­ 
fallibility shall cease to be Catholics. 
Eighty thousand men are oat of 
employment in New York—twenty 
thousand of them for striking. An 
immense number of operatives through 
out the New England States are unem 
ployed. 
Gen. Sherman, at St. Louis,| recently 
endorsed an application for a clerkship 
as follows: “I have neither favor or in­ 
fluence at Washington; I am refused the 
privilege of employing a clerk—having 
to detail officers . or soldiers for that 
service—and therefore decline to forward 
your application.” 
At Cloverdalo, Ind., Monday, Thomas 
Martin was offended by some remarks 
made by his wife, and gave her three 
minutes to retract, and then shot her 
with her baby in her arms, and also 
shot Mr. Stanton, who interfered. The 
wife died instantly.

Sheridan, last week, in conversation 
with the editor of the Minneapolis 
TrCmne, who has denounced the report­ 
ed Black Hills discoveries as a lie and 
cheat,said there could be no doubt as to 
gold in the Black Hills. 
He had seen 
two hundred specimens of gold from 
the Black Hills region, averaging as 
large as hickory nuts—nuggets of pure 
gold. These specimens were from the 
north part of the Hills, while Custer’s 
discovery was in the southern part. 


The other day their was a suit m 
court at Bingliampton, N. Y., involving 
lawyer’s fees, A lawyer sued a woman 
for $200 foes for professional services in 
several suits for slander, assault and 
battery, etc. The lawyer must have 
been unpopular among the members of 
the profession, several of whom were 
called upon the stand to testify as to 
fees. They all thought that lawyers’ 
charges were,exorbitant and ought to be 
regulated by law. One or two of them 
testified that a lawyer often charged $16 
for filling out a blank which only takes 
a few miniites,while a mechanic receives 
only about fifteen cents for his work for 
the same time. The jury were mostly 
mechanics and the matter was brought 
home to tbeml They computed the time 
the lawyer had spent in the cases, and 
graduated the pay according to mechan­ 
ics’ wages. They gave him a verdict of 
$5 instead of $200, upon this principlei 
which was hardly fair treatment for the 
lawyer. Bat he conducted his own case, 
and Is to $bat »tent responsible for the 
verdict.

Aaoodote ofTmMoolio. 
Lablache’s debut was marked by . an 
adventure whidi mi$ht have ended 
fatally, and indeed his salvation so im­ 
pressed the greatest of basso singers as 
being absolnte supernatural and mi­ 
raculous, that he made public offerings 
to a shrine of a popnlar Madona, which 
are still shown in Naples. His first 
appearance on any stage occurred just 
"'after the congress of Deybach, and the 
King of Naples had but them returned 
to his dominions after an absence of 
some years. 
Magnificent fetes were organized in 
his honor, and among others a pagant 
was arranged at the St. Carlo Theatre, 
in which young Lablacbe was to appear 
as Jupiter, a part for which he was well 
fitted, both on account of bis fiiié pres­ 
ence and rich and powerful basso voice. 
He was to descend from Olymyus on a 
bank of clouds supporting' the throne 
on which he was seated holding an ivory 
scepter in his hand and wearing a gold­ 
en diadem in his splendid and flowing 
hair. Thunder announced his coming, 
and flashes of lightning preceeded him. 
But suddenly a frightful screaming 
was heard, the King rose in horror, the 
queen fainted, ladies Ct ied out in horror 
and men rushed to the stage to avert, if 
possible, the appalling accident. which 
menaced the new singer. The clouds 
had not descended ten feet when the 
machinery gave way ánd Jupiter fell 
through. 
Fortunately, however, a 
strong iron wiro or rope caught his 
cloaR and his weight made it uncoil, so 
that it let him doWn by degrees unin­ 
jured to the ground. But the most 
awful spectacle greeted him all the 
while he was descending. 
One of the 
workmen had also ffillen through when 
the accident took place, and he fell 
upon a strong iron spike which suppor- 
ed the scenery and which pierced him 
straight through the body. 
Now it so happened that the wire 
which saved Lablache in some way or 
other got entangled in the feet of this 
poor wretch, so that every movement 
made by Lablache tola upon the unhap­ 
py creature on the spike, and he was 
driven down right under him, howlmg 
and screaming in the most appalling 
manner, while bis blood spurted all 
over the great basso. ^'When the two 
did reach land, Lablache’s hair (a fact) 
was perfectly white, and the workman 
dead. They had taken between ten and 
fifteen minutes to get down; the audi­ 
ence, meanwhile, looked on in a state of 
terror easier imagined than described. 
The king of Naples, imitating Sixtus 
V on a similar occasion, had the cour­ 
age at a very early period of the adven- 
tuie to cry out: “If I hear any one 
scream or shout again I’ll mark that 
person and have them shot.” 
This 
order silenced the people, and of coarse 
prevented the singer from losing his 
presence of mind. Once safe Lablache 
Knelt down and prayed, an act grently 
admired by the audience which hastily 
rose and left the theatre. 
Lablache’s 
hair remained white, and the contrast 
between his youthful face and venerable 
looking hair was as charming as it was 
strange. 


The other day there was picked up 
out of the Seine a young woman of such 
surprising beauty that crowds flocked to 
see her body at the Morgue, and photo­ 
graphs of her were scattered broadcast 
over Paris. The lovely unknown proves 
to have been an Italian, by name Lucre- 
tiaBalbi, who earned her liying as a 
model. Among the painters for whom 
she sat was Heniy Regnault, and for 
him the poor girl conceived a most 
ardent passion. She never told her love, 
and he never suspected it; but from the 
day of his death, two years ago, she be­ 
gan to pine away in the deepest melan­ 
choly. Her character was stainless,and 
her deep sense of religion caused her 
to long hesitate at suicide; but at length 
her reason seems 'to have given way. 
She left a letter addressed to her broth­ 
er, who is also a model. It is a very sad 
story, but there are no dark features in 
the esse. What a wonderful thing Iqvc 
is, even in these p|0saic days! 


Vice President Wilson attended one 
of the “Kattle King” seances in Phila­ 
delphia, and some of the papers have 
been calling him a believer in Spiritnal- 
ism. Of the Philadelphia seance he 
says; “Nothing extraordinary occurred, 
except an amusing episode. An intend­ 
ed spirit was shown to rise oat of a 
box, when I jumped forward and caught 
the band of the spirit, and, to my sur­ 
prise, the hand felt just like any other 
band.

T U R n iN G T H E T R B L B S . 
The trite old saying that “you can’t 
tell who is Gpyernor until after elec­ 
tion,” seems to be suscéptible of farther 
modification in soine instances, for 
'^'sometimes you can’t most always tell” 
even after election. 
The returns re* 
. ceived and published in the T ribune 
elected E. A. Williams, Esqr., and his 
auociates upon the ticket, in this dis­ 
trict, to the Territorial Legislature 
that meets in Yankton on Monday next 
It now turns out, as we learn through 
reliable sources, that Messrs. Williams 
and company, failing to produce the 
proper, or any verification of the vote 
electing them, the canvassing board, in 
their official capacity, found Dr. Slaugh­ 
ter and his associates upon the ticket 
elected in their stead, and have issued 
certificates of election accordingly. 
In 
other words the voting capacity of 
Charles Mix county and other precincts 
south of here was too much for “Paint­ 
ed Woods,” and other thickly settled 
precincts north of here, where Williams 
Co. relied mostly for their votes. 
We do not know as there is any occa­ 
sion to feel grieved over this new turn 
of affairs, for both parties, as we under­ 
stand it, supported Judge Kidder for 
delegate to Congress, therefore, the 
political status of our delegation in the 
Legislature remains unchanged. 
It 
makes it a little awkward, however, for 
the parties of the first part, who have 
made the long journey to the Capital, 
inspired with legislative honors, to find 
they are not assured of their position 
by the legally returned votes of their 
district,and that their majority only ex­ 
ists on paper without being properly 
vouched for. On the other hand the par­ 
ties that have endured defeat for the past 
five or six weeks are, no doubt, equally 
surprised to be summoned from their 
resigned position to assume the duties 
of legislators in place of their more 
confident and apparently, at first, more 
fortunate competitors. 
Without wish­ 
ing to draw a moral or preach a ser­ 
mon, would it not be quite as well for 
all concerned to so conduct elections 
and return the votes, as to avoid the 
mortification, to give it no harder 
name, liable to arise from an over 
confidence in t^o voting capacity of 
small communities. If votes are to be 
multiplied on the same principal that 
beef contractors have sometimes been 
accused of making the number of their 
herds good, by driving them around a 
bill and bringing each bead in view 
several times, it is very necessary that 
the vouchers and certificates should be 
all right, and strong enough to carry 
out the delusion. After all is, not hon­ 
esty better than policy in politics as 
well as in other matters. 
We do not 
pretend to say that the first successful 
and ultimately defeated in this instance 
aro “sinners above all atbers,” and pos­ 
sibly they have been beaten by superior 
tactics instead of votes. We only know 
this, we have the result: exit, Williams, 
Haekett, Bosworth; enter. Slaughter 
.McKay and Gutgesell. 


The amount of improvement going on 
in Moorhead and Fargo this season is 
simply wonderful. 
A score'^or more of 
buildings have been put up in each, 
some in each very expensive. The new 
court house in Fargo is a credit to Far­ 
go—indeed to the Territory, while the 
new Headquarters hotel is a much finer 
building than the old one.

Adventures in a Coal Mine- 


A'few days since, four men,strangers, 
desiring to see the interior workings of 
a coal mine, entered the Columbia tun­ 
nel, near the Rough and Ready mine at 
this place. Some distance from the en­ 
trance the passage way diverges, lead­ 
ing in one direction into the working 
part of the mine, and to a large unused 
chamber in the other. This chamber 
has been abandoned some time, and, as 
a consequence, has become filled with 
fire-damp and other noxious gases aris­ 
ing in a coal mine. 
The visitors, being without a guide, 
found their way aiong the damp and 
slimy passage by means of a lantern 
carried by one of the party, and took 
the tunnel leading into this infested 
chamber. 
Entering it, they walked 
about until they began to feel the effects 
of the poisonous gases. Aware of the 
prevalence of fire-damp in mines, they 
knew at once the cause of the peculiar 
sensation, and endeavored to find the 
way by which they entered the chamber, 
in order that they might escape. Before 
the entrance could bo found three of the 
party were obliged to succumb to the 
influence of the fire-damp, and fell to 
the ground. The fourth, carrying the 
lantern, found the passage, and succeed­ 
ed in reaching the outside gallery, but 
in a weak condition. He soon recover­ 
ed after coming in contact with the 
purer air, and at once set about the res­ 
cuing, if possible, of his companions. 
He was fearful that if he left the mine 
for aid they would be dead, or beyond 
the hope of resuscitation, before he 
could return, so he determined to enter 
the noxious chamber and drag his friends 
forth into the air himself. 
Hastening in, he discovered by the 
dim light cast by the lantern, the pros­ 
trate bodies of his three companions. 
Hanging the lantern on one of his arms 
by the large carrying ring, he grasped 
two of the senseless men by the collars, 
and, being a powerful man, and nerved 
to still greater strength by the circum- 
stance,he pulled them out into the main 
passage. Pausing a moment for a breath 
of fresh air, he again rusKed into the 
chamber and drew the remaining man 
out. Losing no time, he dragged his 
senseless friends toward the niouth of 
the entrance to the mine, taking Ane 
several feet forward, and then going 
back and bringing the others, one at a 
time, until be brought them to the 
fresh air at the entrance. 
Betore he got them out he was re­ 
joiced to see signs of returning con­ 
sciousness in them all. It was some 
time after reaching the mouth of the 
mine before the three men were able to 
comprehend their situation, and to re­ 
alize that their escape from the very 
jaws of death was almost miraculous. 
Aid was procured for them, and they 
%rere taken to one of the hotels in the 
place, and their remarkable adventure 
made quite a sensation in Pittsfield. 
In the same chamber was enacted a 
fearful tragedy on Friday. Wcstley 
Willis, a young man who had just hired 
out to work in the mine, while waiting 
orders, thought.be would take a look at 
things inside. Unfortunately be was 
not aware of the fire-damp chamber, 
and followed the passage directly into 
it. No sooner bad he entered the foul 
place than the gas was exploded by the 
mine-lamp on his bat, and the young 
man was hurled .out of the chamber 
against the jagged sides of the gallery. 
The report was heard for a great dis­ 
tance ronnd, and the passage was soon 
filled with startled miners. Willis’ 
body was found mangled and mutilated 
so as to be hardly recognizable. His 
face was burned blacky anffhearly every 
bone in his body was broken. He was 
the only support of a, widowed mother 
and crippled, brotbeñ—Correej>onden€e' 
N, Y. Republic.

He 
says that the Vatiean decrees are not 
intended to alter ciyil obligations; that 
the decrM of infaUibility is a Divine 
trust; that civil obedience rests on nat­ 
ural law, and revealed troth on the law 
of God; that subjects are bound In all 
things which are lawful to obey their 
rulers. It will be observed that the 
Archbishop recoguiaes two authoritios, 
and two kinds of . laws; and it is not, 
therefore, as clear as we wish it were 
whom subjects are to appeal to as the 
ultimate judge of what things are law­ 
ful. Gladstone’s pamphlet produced an 
immense effect in England. 0¿é joucn- 
al terms it a *ffirebrand,” while others 
say that it has restored Gladstone to 
the affections and confidence of the En­ 
glish people.—
